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To  the  Worshipful  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  County  Borough  of  Stockport 

Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  am  pleased  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
for  the  year  1971,  together  with  my  report  on  the  operation  of  the  School  Health 
Service  during  the  year.  It  is  considered  that  by  presenting  both  reports  in 
one  document,  it  will  be  easier  to  appreciate  the  continuity  of  the  work  done. 

Hie  population  of  the  town  rose  by  200,  the  first  rise  of  this  magnitude  since 
1962.  There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  but  part  of  the  rise  in 
population  must  be  assumed  to  be  due  to  persons  coming  to  reside  in  the  town 
from  other  areas. 

The  health  of  the  population  was  generally  satisfactory.  The  winter  was 
warmer  and  drier  than  that  of  1970  and  the  town  was  spared  a  recurrence  of  the 
influenza  outbreaks.  These  two  factors  have  probably  contributed  considerably 
to  the  fall  in  the  number  of  deaths. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  infant  mortality  rate  fell  again 
and  reached  the  lowest  figure  yet  recorded.  Regrettably,  this  rate  is  still 
above  the  National  average,  but  it  does  compare  favourably  with  the  rates  in  most 
other  industrial  areas.  Again,  there  were  no  maternal  deaths.  It  is  good  to 

see  such  positive  gains  obtained  by  the  steady  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  services. 

There  was  little  change  in  the  pattern  of  deaths  from  the  main  causes  identified 
in  the  Registrar  General's  classification.  There  was,  however,  a  welcome 
decrease  in  the  number  of  suicides  and  deaths  from  self-inflicted  injuries. 

Some  progress  was  made  with  the  slum  clearance  programme  and  965  properties 
were  dealt  with. 

There  was  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  recorded, 
but  whether  this  was  due  to  the  cyclical  nature  of  outbreaks  of  the  disease,  or 
to  the  success  of  the  recently  introduced  measles  immunisation,  or  to  the  postal 
strike  which  resulted  in  general  practitioners  being  unable  to  notify  all  cases 
of  infectious  diseases,  is  a  debatable  point.  Next  years  figures,  to  provide 
a  comparison,  are  awaited  with  interest. 

1971  saw  another  milestone  reached  on  the  path  to  a  comprehensive  health 
service  when  the  town’s  first  Health  Centre  was  opened  in  April  at  Heaton  Moor. 
For  the  first  time,  general  practitioners'  services  and  Local  Health  Authority 
services  were  linked  in  purpose-built  premises.  The  first  nine  months  of 
operation  have  been  very  successful  and  have  given  encouragement  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  Health  Centres  in  other  parts  of  the  town. 

Following  the  re-arrangement  of  the  accommodation  for  the  Health  Division  s 
nursing  services  which  I  mentioned  in  my  last  Report,  and  the  appointment  of 
management  consultants  to  investigate  the  organisational  structures  of  the 
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Corporation’s  departments,  a  scheme  was  prepared  for  the  organisation  of  the 
nursing  services  on  an  area  basis  under  the  direction  of  a  Chief  Nursing  Officer. 
This  scheme  was  approved  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  but  by 
the  end  of  the  year  it  had  not  proved  possible  to  implement  it  owing  to  the  in¬ 
ability  to  recruit  a  suitable  Chief  Nursing  Officer.  This  inability  to  recruit 
senior  nursing  staff  of  the  required  calibre  is  a  national  problem  and  will 
probably  only  be  solved  when  the  effects  of  the  current  management  training 
schemes  filter  through  and  when  the  uncertainties  about  re-organisation  of  the 
National  Health  Service  are  resolved. 

Advantage  was  taken  of  the  Government’s  Urban  Renewal  Scheme  to  define  the 
Gorsey  Bank  area  of  the  town  as  an  area  of  special  need  and  to  obtain  a  grant  for 
the  provision  of  a  domiciliary  Family  Planning  service  in  this  area.  As  with 
the  Clinic-based  Family  Planning  service,  the  work  is  carried  out  by  a  team  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Family  Planning  Association  acting  as  agents  for  the  Health  Division 
and  using  one  of  the  Health  Division’s  Child  Welfare  Centres  as  a  base.  The 
service  commenced  in  the  autumn  and  the  first  reports  are  of  satisfactory  pro¬ 
gress  in  obtaining  the  co-operation  of  the  women  in  the  area. 

In  December,  a  Health  Education  Officer  was  at  last  recruited  to  co-ordinate 
and  expand  the  Division’s  education  and  publicity  work.  This  appointment  is  a 
welcome  addition  to  the  Division’s  strength  in  a  field  which  is  of  increasing 
importance . 

In  February,  theHealth  Division  took  over  from  the  Stockport  Sick  Poor  Nursing 
Association  responsibility  for  the  nursing  aids  loan  service  as  the  burden  of 
increasing  costs  was  making  it  difficult  for  the  Association  to  continue  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  service.  I  should  like  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
valuable  assistance  to  the  District. Nurses  which  the  Association  has  for  so  many 
years  provided. 


There  is  an  increasing  awareness  of  the  benefits  of  foot  care  and  the  Chiropody 
service  is  growing  steadily.  Another  full-time  Chiropodist  was  appointed  during 
the  year  to  meet  the  increased  demand  for  treatment. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  was  done  during  the  year  in  co-operation  with 
the  management  consultants,  to  modernise  and  re-shape  the  organisational  struc¬ 
ture  of  the  Health  Division  to  meet  the  increasing  and  changing  demands  being 
made  upon  the  local  health  services  and  in  preparation  for  the  re-organisation 
of  the  National  Health  Service  in  1974.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  organisational 
structures  will  be  approved  and  implemented  early  in  the  coming  year. 


Reference  should  be  made  to  the  excellent  co-operation  received  from  the  hospi 
tal  consultants  who  have  worked  closely  with  this  department  especially  the 
Chest  Physician,  Geriatricians,  Obstetricians  and  Psychiatrists.  This  co-oper¬ 
ation  has  been  of  great  assistance  in  the  smooth  runningof  the  various  activi ties 
of  the  Division. 

I  wish  to  place  on  record  my  th anks  to  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal 
response  to  all  demands  which  have  been  made  upon  them.

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STATISTICS 

Geograph i cal  Summary 

Stockport  occupies  a  river  terrace  site  on  the  southern  bank  of  the  Mersey 
Valley,  lying  immediately  below  the  confluence  of  the  Rivers  Goyt  and  Tame. 
The  Mersey  has  cut  deeply  into  the  glacial  drift  deposits  of  the  surrounding 
area  and  has  exposed  the  underlying  Permian  sandstone,  through  which  a  spectacular 
gorge  has  been  cut. 

The  town  has  developed  around  successive  terraced  levels  with  the  Mersey 
flood  plain  formerly  occupied  by  mill  sites  being  the  scene  of  an  imaginative 
re- developmen t  scheme.  The  old  town  lies  on  the  first  and  second  terrace 
levels  with  nineteenth  century  and  modern  development  being  mainly  on  the  higher 
ground  above  the  valley. 

One  of  the  first  mill  towns  of  the  North  West,  Stockport  is  now  ending  its  long 
association  with  the  textile  industry.  Mill  buildings  still  survive  but  some  are 
derelict  and  others  are  homes  for  a  wide  range  of  modem  industrial  enterprises. 

Today  the  town  holds  a  well  developed  commercial  focus  which  offers  a  broad 
range  of  urban  facilities,  a  rapidly  expanding  College  of  Technology  and  possesses 
a  strong  local  patriotism,  despite  the  proximity  of  Manchester. 

At  present  one  quarter  of  the  male  labour  force  is  employed  in  engineering 
with  the  clothing  industry  being  a  major  employer  of  female  labour.  However,  a 
diverse  range  of  industry  =>  from  steel  to  biscuit  manufacture  -  contributes  to 
the  industrial  stability  of  Stockport.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  of  the  Borough  is  provided  by  the  Stockport  and  District 
Water  Board,  which  took  over  from  Stockport  Corporation  on  the  1st  April,  1962, 
The  Board' s  statutory  area  of  supply  covers  approximately  79  square  miles  and 
contains  a  population  of  338  840  in  the  following  local  authorities 

Stockport  County  Borough 
Alderley  Edge  U.DX, 

Bredbury  and  Fbmiley  U  D,C„ 

Cheadle  and  Gatley  ILD.C.

The  raw  water,  deriving  as  it  does  from  upland  sources,  tends  to  contain 
organic  acids  in  small  amounts,  but  potential  plumbo- sol  vent  action  in  the 
distribution  system  is  completely  prevented  by  treating  the  raw  water  with  lime 
at  the  water  purification  plants.  The  water  is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs, 
treated  by  mechanical  filtration  and  subsequently  chlorinated. 

Within  the  Borough,  50,844  dwelling  houses  with  a  population  of  139,530  are 
supplied  directly  from  public  water  mains.  No  domestic  supplies  are  given  by 
stan dpipe. 

Throughout  the  year,  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  monthly  of  the  rav 
water  and  weekly  of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply  and  domestic  samples 
from  consumers  premises  in  all  districts  in  the  Borough.  The  results  of  all 
samples  were  satisfactory. 

With  the  object  of  reducing  the  incidence  of  dental  caries  in  children,  the 
Borough  Council  in  October  1965,  resolved  that  the  Stockport  and  District  Water 
Board  be  requested  to  add  fluoride  to  the  water  supply  within  the  Borough.  The 
Water  Board  were  not  able  to  accede  to  this  request  as  one  of  the  other  local 
authorities  on  the  Board  did  not  agree  to  fluoridation.  During  1968,  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  in  circular  24/68,  the  Water  Board  was 
again  asked  to  add  fluoride  to  the  water  but  again  had  to  refuse  because  of  the 
opposition  of  one  of  the  constituent  local  authorities.

The  constituent  local  authority,  which  had  previously  refused  to  agree  to 
fluoridation,  decided  in  favour  of  this  policy'  during  1971.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  plans  were  being  prepared  for  discussion  between  the  constituent 
authorities  and  the  Department  of  the  Environment.

Inspector  at  frequent  intervals  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Regulations. 
Informal  action  is  achieving  some  improvement  in  standards.  Many  delivery 
vehicles  have  been  examined  to  ensure  good  hygienic  standards. 

CARAVAN  SITES  (CONTROL  AND  DEVELOPMENT)  ACT,  I960 

32  visits  have  been  paid  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  to  caravans  in  the 
district  mostly  on  unregistered  sites  or  the  highway. 

CLEAN  AIR 

A  total  of  241  smoke  observations  and  visits  to  boiler  plants  have  been  made 
by  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year  and  advice  and  assistance  has  been 
given  where  necessary. 


Improved  or  additional  boiler  plants  have  been  installed  in  several  industrial 
and  commercial  premises  in  the  Borough.  In  all  cases  the  use  of  oil  as  a  fuel 
was  the  case. 
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Du  ring  the  year  several  smoke  nuisances  have  occurred  from  the  burning  of 
materials  resulting  from  demolition  sites.  In  most  cases  advice  has  been 
given  to  the  contractors  concerned  and  their  attention  drawn  to  regulations 
made  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  1968  which  relate  specifically  to  burning  of  trade 
refuse . 

In  five  such  cases  a  prosecution  and  conviction  followed. 

The  measurement  of  air  pollution  by  instruments  giving  a  daily  measurement  of 
smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  has  continued.  Four  monitoring  stations  have  been  in 
full  operation  during  the  year,  A  fifth  station,  not  in  use  during  1970,  was 
re-established  in  September  with  a  machine  which  is  able  to  run  continuously  for 
seven  days  without  attention,  in  contrast  to  the  other  four  stations  which 
require  daily  attention. 

The  following  table  shows  the  average  concentration  of  smoke  and  sulphur 
dioxide  in  the  atmosphere  as  recorded  by  each  station  in  1971.  It  is  interest¬ 
ing  to  note,  however,  that  during  the  month  of  June  rainfall  occurred  on  21  days 
of  the  month  and  recorded  temperatures  show  that  it  was  the  coldest  June  in  the 
Manchester  Area  since  1927,  This  may  account  for  the  high  sulphur  dioxide 
readings  recorded  for  this  month  of  the  year.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

On  the  1st  July  1966,  all  slaughterhouses  within  the  Borough  were  required 
to  comply  with  the  construction  regulations  which  became  operative  on  that  date, 
and  licences  were  granted  to  six  slaughterhouses  which  complied  with  the 
standards.  Five  slaughterhouses  are  now  licensed  annually  and  ate  still  in 
use  and  1,994  visits  of  inspection  were  made  compared  with  3,401  during  the 
previous  year.  The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  was  41,347  and  all 
carcases  and  offals  have  been  inspected. 

Meat  is  collected  from  all  slaughterhouses  by  local  contractors  and  processing 
is  carried  out  under  supervision.  The  vehicles  used  for  the  transport  of  meat 
have  been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition.

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LOCAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


HEALTH  CENTRES 

The  first  Health  Centre  in  the  town  was  opened  in  April  at  Heaton  Moor  after 
many  months  of  patient  negotiation  between  officers  of  the  Health  Division,  the 
Architecture  and  Development  Division,  the  General  Practitioners  and  the 
Executive  Council.  By  the  addition  of  a  purpose  built  wing  to  existing  School 
Health  Clinic  premises,  accommodation  has  been  created  where  6  Gene ral  Medical 
Practitioners  provide  family  doctor  service  for  a  panel  strength  of  approximately 
15,000  patients,  supported  by  Local  Authority  Health  Visitors,  Nurses  and  Mid¬ 
wives  and  reception  staff.  Local  Health  Authority  Ante-Natal  Child  Welfare  and 
Chiropody  services  and  school  clinics  are  also  provided  on  the  premises. 

The  Offerton  Health  Centre  project  is  now  well  advanced  and  as  a  result  of 
unexpectedly  swift  progress  in  the  construction,  the  building  was  ready  to  be 
formally  handed  over  by  the  Contractors  by  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  intended 
that  Local  Authority  and  General  Medical  and  Dental  services  shall  commence 
operating  as  early  in  1972  as  possible. 

The  planning  of  further  health  centres  for  the  town  continued  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  proposals  for  the  building  of  Health  Centres  at  Shaw  Heath,  and 
Heaton  Norris  were  under  discussion  with  the  General  Practitioners, 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS 

Ante-natal  sessions  are  held  at  9  clinics  each  week  and  during  the  year  750 
expectant  mothers  made  a  total  of  6423  attendan ces  at  these  clinics  compared  with 
910  expectant  mothers  and  7113  attendances  in  1970.

Relaxation  classes  are  held  twice  weekly  and  a  Mothercraft  class  is  held 
weekly  at  59B,  Shaw  Heath. 
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Expectant  mothers  are  advised  to  visit  ante-natal  clinics  monthly  for  the 
first  six  months  of  their  pregnancy  and  then  fortnightly  up  to  the  eighth  month 
and  weekly  from  the  eighth  month  until  confinement.  In  special  cases  the 
midwife  will  also  visit  the  patient  at  home.  Any  expectant  mother  failing  to 
return  to  the  clinic  for  one  of  her  appointments  is  visited  by  the  midwife 
booked  for  her  confinement. 

On  her  first  visit  to  the  clinic  the  expectant  mother  gives  a  blood  sample 
which  is  tested  for  Rhesus  grouping  and  haemoglobin  count.  This  is  tested  at 
the  hospital  laboratory  and  if  these  tests  prove  Rhesus  negative,  blood  samples 
are  taken  again  at  the  32nd  week  of  pregnancy  and  tested  for  antibodies.  If 
antibodies  are  present,  the  husband’s  blood  is  also  tested  and  if  the  result  is 
Rhesus  positive,  blood  is  taken  from  the  mother  and  baby  at  the  time  of  the 
birth  and  tested  for  foetal  cells.  If  foetal  cells  are  found  the  mother  is 
given  Immuno-Globulin  for  her  protection  in  subsequent  pregnancies. 

On  subsequent  visits  to  the  clinic,  the  expectant  mother  is  weighed  and  has 
her  urine  tested  and  her  blood  pressure  recorded.  Advice  concerning  diet  and 
general  hygiene  is  given  and  if  an  excessive  gain  in  weight  is  found  the  mother 
is  advised  about  special  diet  to  suit  her  personal  circumstances.  If  there  is 
an  increase  in  blood  pressure,  or  if  albumen  is  found  in  the  urine,  the  patient’s 
doctor  is  notified  by  telephone  and  the  patient  is  advised  to  return  home,  go  to 
bed,  and  await  her  doctor’s  instructions.  The  midwife  will  then  visit  daily. 
If  excessively  toxic  characteristics  are  found,  the  mother,  with  her  consent  and 
the  approval  of  her  doctor,  is  taken  directly  from  the  clinic  to  a  maternity 
hospital  by  ambulance. 


CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  12  child  welfare  clinics  offering  a 
total  of  21  sessions  weekly.  The  total  number  of  new  enrolments  was  2304  which 
includes  all  babies  permanently  resident  in  the  Borough  together  with  those  born 
elsewhere  who  subsequently  came  to  live  in  Stockport.  The  total  number  of 
children  on  the  registers  of  all  clinics  at  31st  December  1971  was  5619.

The  evening  Mothers  Club  continues  weekly  at  Cheadle  Heath  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  Activities  are  organised  by  the  elected  Committee  of  Members  assisted 
by  the  District  Health  Visitor  and  Clinic  Nurse, 

The  activities  are  both  educational  and  recreational  and  the  average  weekly 
attendance  was  about  35  members. 

THE  STOCKPORT  VOLUNTARY  COMMITTEE  FOR  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

Assistance  at  the  clinics  was  again  provided  by  this  Committee  who  give 
mothers  practical  instruction  in  domestic  subjects. 

The  work  done  by  this  Committee  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

SALE  OF  WELFARE  FOODS 

At  all  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  Welfare  foods  and  proprietory  brands  of  other 
recommended  foods  are  sold  at  concessionary  prices  to  mothers  of  children 
attending  the  clinics.

Co-operation  with  School  Health  Service 

The  School  Clinic  cooperates  closely  with  the  Child  Welfare  Service,  providing 
facilities  for  intelligence  tests,  hearing  tests,  and  vision  tests  for  children 
attending  the  Clinics  who  are  recommended  for  these  special  examinations. 
Dental  treatment  and  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  treatment  is  also  available  in  the 
school  clinic.

CARE  OF  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS  AND  THEIR  BABIES 

The  Health  Committee  does  not  provide  a  Mother  and  Baby  Home  within  the 
Borough  but  full  use  is  made  of  the  services  available  through  voluntary 
organisations  and  other  local  authorities* 

Most  enquiries  are  dealt  with  initially  by  the  Stockport  Moral  Welfare 
Association  whose  official  worker  advises  the  expectant  mother  on  the  social 
aspects  of  her  case*  The  expectant  mother  is  frequently  seen  by  the  Supervisor 
of  Midwives  who  can  often  help  her  decide  where  to  have  her  baby,  e.  g.  Mother 
and  Baby  Home  or  Hospital. 

In  197 lf  9  unmarried  mothers  were  admitted  to  Mother  and  Baby  Homes.  This 
low  demand,  coupled  with  the  known  rise  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births, 
illustrates  the  extent  to  which  the  changing  climate  of  social  opinion  enables 
unmarried  mothers  to  continue  to  live  with  their  parents  or  relatives  instead  of 
seeking  the  anonymity  of  voluntary  homes.  The  increased  public  acceptance  of 
the  unmarried  mother  is  beneficial  both  psychologically  and  in  making  it  easier 
for  her  to  obtain  the  proper  support  of  the  personal  health  service. 

The  homes  to  which  the  nine  unmarried  mothers  were  admitted  are  listed  below. 
All  nine  were  granted  financial  assistance  by  the  Council  towards  the  cost  of 
their  maintenance  in  the  homes.

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PART  TWO  MIDWIFERY  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

During  the  twelve  months  from  December  1970  to  December  1971  22  pupils  have 
been  trained  in  Domiciliary  Midwifery  for  Part  2  examination  of  the  Central 
Midwives  Board. 

Of  these  pupils,  19  passed  the  examination  at  the  first  attempt,  2  at  the 
second  attempt  and  one  still  has  to  re-  sit. 

The  curriculum  has  been  extended  and  the  pupils  have  spent  a  day  with  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  a  Health  Visitor  and  also  visited  a  Mother  and  Baby 
Home.

Organisation  of  the  Service 

The  Borough  is  divided  into  two  midwifery  groups  -  each  one  comprising  six 
midwives.  Each  midwife  has  her  own  district  and  her  own  patients.  TTie  burden 
of  labour  calls  is  shared  evenly  by  all  the  midwives  within  each  group  accepting 
labour  calls  in  turn.  Two  part-time  midwives  are  employed  and  they  undertake 
nursings  only,  thus  freeing  whole  time  midwives  for  confinements  and  enabling 
all  staff  to  have  two  complete  days  off  each  week. 

Supervision  of  Midwives 

During  the  year  84  midwives  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  in  the 
Borough,  74  of  them  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital.  Regular  inspection  of  the  work 
of  the  domiciliary  midwives  has  been  made  by  the  Supervisor  of  Midwives  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board. 

Care  of  Premature  Babies 

Premature  babies  born  at  home  are  nursed  at  home  if  their  condition  is  satis¬ 
factory.  The  midwife  attending  devotes  extra  time  and  care  to  these  children 
and  continues  to  visit  until  they  are  progressing  normally. 

Any  premature  baby  which  is  considered  to  be  in  need  of  hospital  treatment  is 
taken  to  hospital  by  ambulance.  An  Oxygenaire  incubator  is  available  on  loan 
from  the  Maternity  Hospital  on  request.

Health  Visiting 

During  1971  there  were  15  single  handed  general  practises  and  17  group  prac¬ 
tises  of  various  sizes  within  the  Borough  and  there  is  close  liaison  between  the 
Health  Visitors  and  those  practises  situated  in  her  area.  Health  Centres  are 
ideal  for  this  liaison  with  both  family  doctor  and  Health  Visitor  being  in  the 
same  building  but  where  Health  Centre  facilities  are  not  available  liaison  is 
maintained  by  the  Health  Visitor  calling  at  the  doctor's  surgery  or  the  doctor 
contacting  the  Health  Visitor  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

Additionally  there  is  close  liaison  between  the  Health  Visitors  and  the 
hospital  Almoners.  Health  Visitors  are  informed  when  patients  are  to  be  dis 
charged  from  hospital  so  that  they  may  visit  the  patients  in  their  homes  and 
arrange  any  domiciliary  services  that  may  be  required. 

Regular  case  conferences  are  held  to  discuss  the  care  of  elderly  people  and 
these  conferences  are  attended  by  the  Consultant  Geriatrician,  the  Superintendent 
Health  Visitor,  the  Superintendent  of  Home  Nurses,  the  ho spi  t al .  Almoner  and 
representatives  of  the  Social  Services  Department  The  admission  and  discharge 
to  and  from  hospital  of  elderly  people  is  discussed  at  these  conferences  and 
any  particular  problems  they  present  are  discussed. 

Case  conferences  are  held  also  at  St,  Thomas  s  Hospital  Psychiatric  Department 
to  which  Health  Visitors  are  invited.  These  meetings  provide  liaison  with  the 
staff  of  the  Psychiatric  Department  and  act  also  as  in-service  training 
for  the  members  of  the  Health  Department  staff  attending. 

Health  Visitors  regularly  attend  the  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  Paediatric  Clinics. 

As  from  January  arrangements  were  made  for  Health  Visitors  to  attend  the 
Duchess  of  York  Hospital  for  Babies  to  follow  up  Stockport  children  who  are  in¬ 
patients  there.

The  Health  Visitor  and  Tuberculosis 

Health  Visitors  visit  the  homes  o  f- tuberculo  si  s  eases  on  receipt  of  notifi¬ 
cation,  and  they  are  also  responsible  for  visiting  cases  of  tuberculosis  on 
discharge  from  sanatoria.  Visits  are  undertaken  at  three  monthly  intervals 
in  the  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  six  monthly  intervals  in  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  of  bones  and  joints,  and  yearly  in  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  skin. 
Additional  visits  are  paid  in  exceptional  cases  and  also  to  investigate  de¬ 
faulters  from  the  Chest  Clinic  (both  cases  'and  contacts)  at  the  request  of  the 
Chest  Physician.  The  Health  Visitors  also  visit  homes  for  the  purpose  o  f  follow¬ 
ing  up  cases  where,  only  at  death  was  the  person  found  to  have  had  tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  under  review,  Health  Visitors  made  56  first  visits  and.  211 
visits  in  respect  of  after  care. 

Health  Visitor  Training 

As  part  of  their  triining,  students  have  been  accepted  for  tuition  by  this 
Division  from  the  following  sources  Manchester  University  B.  A.  Admin.  - 

Manchester  Health  Visitors  Course,  Stockport  Group  Nurses  Training  School. 
Chiswick  Health  Visitors  Course,  and  Manchester  Medical  School. 
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Visits  to  Child  Welfare  Centres  have  been  made  by  the  students  of  the  following 
training  establishments. 

Stockport  Hospitals  :  Student  nurses  and  pupil  midwives. 

Manchester  University  :  Students  taking  the  post  graduate  Diploma  in  Social

Since  the  training  of  Health  Visitors  by  the  Health  Division  was  commenced 
in  1949  48  trainees  have  received  tuition  and  of  these  9  are  still  employed  by 
the  Division. 

Child  Life  Protection  (Sections  206  to  220  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936) 

The  Director  of  Social  Services  is  the  responsible  officer  for  carrying  out 
these  duties  under  the  Social  Services  Committee.

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

This  year  has  again  shown  an  increase  in  the  demand  for  the  services  of  the 
Home  Nurses.  8,653  more  visits  were  paid  than  in  1970. 

Elderly  people  of  over  65  years  of  age  require  the  greatest  number  of  visits, 
and  visits  to  patients  suffering  from  cancer  have  increased. 

The  number  of  cases  referred  to  the  service  by  the  hospitals,  including  persons 
discharged  shortly  after  operations  still  continues  to  increase.  The  liaison 
between  the  home  nurses,  ward  sisters,  and  medical  social  workers,  is  generally 
good,  but  it  is  felt  that  even  more  patients  than  at  present  could  be  adequately 
nursed  in  their  own  homes  by  the  highly  qualified  home  nurses.  This  would 
relieve  the  pressure  of  work  on  the  out-patient  clinics  and  the  ambulance 
service  and  free  the  patients  from  the  discomfort  of  travelling,  waiting  for 
treatment,  and  waiting  for  transport  back  to  their  homes. 

The  deployment  of  ‘Care  Assistants’  for  bathing  of  chronically  disabled 
patients  and  the  use  of  Enrolled  Nurses  for  the  routine  care  of  the  chronically 
ill  patients,  and  for  the  treatments  in  which  they  have  been  trained  has  enabled 
us  to  utilise  the  skills  of  the  Registered  Nurse  to  best  advantage.  Together 
they  form  a  very  useful  team  facilitating  the  effectiveness  of  the  Home  Nursing 
Service. 
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There  is  excellent  liaison  between  the  general  practitioners  and  the  district 
nurses,  and  during  the  year  nursing  staff  have  been  fully  attached  to  six 
General  Practises.  Good  facilities  have  been  given  at  three  practises  to  treat 
patients  on  the  doctors’’  premises.  Three  nursing  staff  are  also  attached  to 

the  Health  Centre  at  Heaton  Moor. 


Fortnightly  consultations  take  place  with  the  consultant  geriatricians  at  St 
Thomas’  Hospital,  to  discuss  the  needs  of  the  elderly  patients  on  waiting  lists 
for  admi ssion  to  hospi tal  and  those  about  to  be  discharged.  These  consultations 
are  attended  by  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  Superintendent  of  Home  Nurses, 
medico  social  workers  and  a  welfare  officer.  Case  conferences  are  also  attended 
in  the  Psychiatric  Hospital  by  members  of  the  staff. 


The  use  of  incontinence  pads  and  interliners  has  increased  considerably. 
Old  age  pensioners  are  issued  with  them  free  but  a  small  charge,  usually  20p  per 
dozen  pads,  it  made  to  other  persons.  No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  the 
disposal  of  soiled  pads. 

District  Nurse  Training  and  Course  of  Instruction  for  Enrolled 
Nurses 

2  S  R.N  students  completed  district  nurse  training  and  7  S.  E.  N  :omp..eted  a 
course  of  instruction.  All  were  successful  and  were  awarded  the  National 
Certificate  in  District  Nursing.

Sick  Room  Appliances 

Equipment  previously  the  property  of  the  Sick  Poor  Nursing  Association  has 
this  year  been  transferred  to  the  care  of  the  Local  Authority  who  will  now 
assume  responsibility  for  this  service-  No  charge  is  made  for  the  hiring  of 
equipment  and  1,295  items  have  been  loaned  during  the  year. 

Stockport  Sick  Poor  Nursing  Association 

Two  Mobile  Physiotherapy  Units  are  financed  by  the  above  Association,  and 
during  the  year  gave  1,639  treatments  to  patients  in  their  own  homes.  This 
service  is  especially  appreciated  by  the  older  residents  of  our  town  as  a  high 
proportion  of  the  patients  treated  are  hemiplegic., 
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The  Association  as  in  previous  years,  have  provided  bed  linen  and  night  clothes 
for  elderly  and  tuberculosis  patients  together  with  extra  nourishment.  The 
Association  provided  food  and  clothing  parcels  to  the  elderly  sick  at  Christmas. 

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

Planning  has  been  undertaken  for  some  time  with  a  view  to  computerising  the 
vaccination  and  immunisation  records  and  providing  an  appointments  system.  The 
staff  of  the  Directors  of  Health  and  Finance  have  considered  very  thoroughly  the 
systems  that  could  be  used  and  adopting  the  procedures  best  suited  to  Stockport. 
At  the  beginning  of  197  2  computer  time  will  be  allocated  to  the  Division  for 
vaccination  and  immunisation  record  purposes.  Most  of  the  family  doctors  in  the 
town  have  agreed  to  take  part  in  the  venture  and  it  has  therefore  been  possible 
to  adopt  a  comprehensive  scheme. 

From  the  1st  January,  197  2,  all  births  of  Stockport  children  will  be  recorded 
by  the  computer.  The  Health  Visitor  when  making  her  first  visit  to  a  new  baby., 
will  take  to  the  parent  a  consent  form  for  the  child  to  receive  a  full  course  of 
protection.  If  the  parent  agrees  to  the  child  receiving  protection  the  consent 
form  will  be  signed  and  the  parent  will  state  at  which  Child  Welfare  Centre  she 
wishes  to  attend  or  whether  she  wishes  the  Immunisation  to  be  gi  ven  by  the  family 
doctor. 

This  information  will  be  passed  to  the  computer  and  at  the  appropriate  time  a 
child  is  due  for  immunisation  an  appointment  will  be  sent  to  the  parent  for  the 
child  to  attend  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  or  at  the  family  doctor's  surgery. 
The  computer  programme  will  include  the  days  and  times  that  immunisation  sessions 
are  held  at  each  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  similarly  the  days  and  times  the 
individual  family  doctors  hold  these  sessions  at  their  surgeries. 

At  the  same  time  as  appointments  are  sent  to  the  parents  a  list  of  the 
appointments  offered  will  be  sent  to  the  centres  and  surgeries  concerned,  the 
Health  Division  also  being  supplied  with  a  copy  of  all  the  appointment  lists. 
The  lists  supplied  to  the  centres  and  surgeries  will  be  returned  to  the  Health 
Division  giving  the  type  of  vaccine  used  and  other  details.  This  information 
will  be  fed  back  to  the  computer  for  records  to  be  up  dated  and  for  the  child  to 
be  called  again  when  the  next  immunisation  is  due.  In  the  case  of  appointments 
offered  and  not  kept,  after  three  such  failures  the  Health  Visitor  will  be  asked 
to  investigate. 

The  computer  recording  will  prove  to  be  of  great  advantage  over  the  old 
manually  kept  records  and  with  appointments  being  sent  automatically  an  immuni¬ 
sation  is  due  throughout  a  child's  life  until  it  leaves  school,  it  is  envisaged 
that  over  the  years  the  acceptance  rate  for  immunisation  and  vaccination  pro¬ 
cedures  will  increase  considerably. 


IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  Immunisation 

Facilities  for  these  immunisations  are  available  at  all  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 
Most  children  under  5  years  of  age  are  immunised  with  triple  antigen  but  if  a 
child  is  allergic  to  Whooping  Cough  antigen,  Diphtheri  a/Tetanus  antigen  or 
Diphtheria  antigen  alone  is  given.

Vaccination  is  also  available,  by  special  arrangement,  to  adults  travelling 
abroad  to  smallpox  endemic  areas.  This  is  a  special  concession  for  urgent 
cases",  the  Department  does  not  offer  routine  vaccination  to  holiday  travellers 
who  are  instructed  to  consult  their  general  practitioners. 

B. C. G.  Vaccination 

B.  C.  G.  Vaccination  was  continued  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the 

provisions  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  22/53  and  as  subsequently  amended  by 
/  . 
Circular  7/59  to  include  children  over  13  years  of  age. 

Details  of  the  number  of  children  who  have  taken  part  in  the  B.  C.  G.  Vaccination 
Scheme  since  1954  are  given  on  page  39  of  the  School  Health  Service  Report. 

All  children  showing  a  positive  reaction  to  the  skin  tests,  other  than  those 
whose  reactions  are  due  to  previous  B.  C.  G.  vaccination,  are  offered  appointments 
to  attend  the  Chest  Clinic  for  a  chest  X-ray.  The  results  of  the  X-rays  are 
notified  to  this  Department  so  that  further  action  can  be  taken  if  necessary. 

The  Chest  Physician  has  continued  to  give  B,  C.  G.  vaccination  for  the  protection 
of  negative  reactors  in  groups  of  persons  exposed  to  the  risk  of  immediate 
contact.  During  the  year  88  contacts  were  vaccinated  with  B.  C.  G.  at  the  Chest 
Clinic  and  in  addition  7  new-born  infants.  B.  C.  G.  vaccination  is  also  made 
available  to  all  babies  born  in  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester  and  during  the 
year  147  babies  born  to  Stockport  mothers  were  given  this  protection  from 
Tuberculo  si s . 
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PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

During  1971,  greater  emphasis  was  placed  on  staff  training  particularly  through 
the  medium  of  film  slides  supported  by  tape  recorded  lectures.  From  June  to 
August,  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses  and  Midwives  attended  a  series  of  four 
teen  tape/ slide  lectures  on  the  subject  of  Developmental  Paediatrics.  In  addi 
tion,  a  Home  Safety  course  provided  by  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Accidents,  was  attended  by  four  members  of  the  Health  Visitors  section  and  also 
by  representatives  from  other  departments  of  the  Corporation. 

Throughout  the  year,  Child  Welfare  Centres  were  well  supplied  with  posters  and 
leaflets  on  a  variety  of  topics  including  Anti  smoking,  Cervical  Cytology,  Pre 
vention  of  accidents  by  fireworks  and  general  child-  care.  Towards  the  latter 
end  of  the  year  posters  were  supplied  giving  advice  regarding  the  proper  action 
to  take  when  a  person  contracts  influenza. 

The  birth  film  'To  Janet  a  Son  ?  ’  was  shown  at  regular  intervals  and  was  well 
attended  by  expectant  mothers  and  their  husbands. 

The  Health  Visitors  continued  to  visit  their  allocated  schools  in  order  to  give 
Health  Education  lectures  as  part  of  the  school  syllabus.  Where  specially 
requested.  Health  Visitors  also  gave  talks  at  Youth  Centres  and  Mothers  Clubs. 

In  December,  a  full-time  Health  Education  Officer  was  appointed  and  it  is 
expected  that  in  1972  it  will  be  possible  to  report  a  far  greater  coverage  of  all 
Health  Education  activities  than  in  previous  years. 

Convalescent  Treatment 

As  in  previous  years,  convalescent  treatment  has  been  made  available  to 
adults  and  children.  Adults  are  generally  recommended  for  convalescent 
treatment  by  their  family  doctors,  whilst  children  are  usually  recommended  by 
School  Medical  Officers. 

In  all  cases  where  financial  assistance  is  requested,  family  incomes  are 
ascertained,  allowances  are  deducted  and  the  amount  to  be  paid  is  assessed  in 
accordance  with  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  recommended  scales. 
It  is  a  requi  rement  of  the  Department  that  the  assessment  fee  shouldbepaid  before 
final  arrangements  for  an  applicant'  s  admission  to  a  convalescent  home  ..axe 
completed.  The  usual  period  of  convalescence  is  two  weeks  for  adults  and 
strict  control  is  maintained  to  prevent  applicants  abusing  the  scheme  and  having 
an  annual  holiday  at  the  public  expense. 

Eight  adults  and  one  child  were  provided  with  convalescence  during  197  1 
compared  with  nineteen  adults  and  one  child  in  1970.

The  number  of  doctor's  cases  referred  has  risen  from  866  (1970)  to  1435 
because  of  the  increased  number  of  sessions. 

Seven  cases  of  tuberculosis  requiring  treatment  or  close  observation  were 
found,  giving  a  high  discovery  rate  of  4.8  per  1,000  examinations.  This 
may  be  compared  with  a  rate  of  1T  0  or  less  per  1,000  found  in  general 
surveys. 

Ten  cases  of  bronchial  neoplasm  were  found,  mainly  in  mi ddl e- aged  or  elderly 
males  who  smoked  cigarettes.

4  Numerous  less  serious  abnormalities  were  found  and  referred  for  treatment 
or  investigation  at  hospital,. 

5.  In  addition  to  the  1435  doctors''  referrals,  494  chest  X  ray  examinations 
were  carried  out  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  658  members  of  the 
public  were  X  rayed.  Therefore,  in  all,  2587  persons  were  X  rayed  during 
these  sessions  in  197 1  - 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

All  persons  referred  to  the  department  as* being  in  need  of  care  and  attention 
were  visited,  and  in  no  instance  was  action  under  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act  1948  required  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  the  person  to  a 
suitable  home.  Others  were  either  persuaded  to  accept  Institution  care  volun¬ 
tarily  or  were  referred  to  the  appropriate  domiciliary  service  for  supervision. 


CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 

Cyto- di  agnostic  facilities  continued  to  be  available  at  Ponsonby  House  through 
out  the  year.  Women  could  attend  by  appointment  at  these  clinics  for  cervical 
smears  to  be  taken-  94  sessions  were  held  during  the  year  and  special  sessions 
were  arranged  for  employees  of  the  G  P.  0.  and  Gas  Board.  Of  the  101  appointments 
offered  to  these  organisations  87  were  kept. 

This  service  is  publi cised  in  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  the  Health  Visitors 
personally  advise  women  in  the  appropriate  age  group  of  the  value  of  the  test, 

Th  e  smears  taken  were  tested  at  the  Christie  Hospital  Laboratory  and  at  the 
Stepping  Hill  Hospital  Laboratory.  The  assistance  offered  by  the  personnel  of 
these  laboratories,  which  contributes  so  much  to  the  smooth  running  of  the 
service,  is  again  acknowledged. 

Cyto  diagnostic  facilities  similar  to  those  of  the  Health  Department  are  also 
provided  by  general  practitioners  and  at  clinics  of  the  Family  Planning 
Associ ation.

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The  number  of  smears  taken  in  1971  showed  a  slight  increase  in  response  to  the 
publicity  campaign  during  the  year  despite  the  fact  that  the  sessions  held  were 
less  than  1970.  One  of  the  doctors  carrying  out  cervical  cytology  was  not 
available  for  the  months  of  November  and  December,  1971. 

39  of  the  smears  taken  were  repeat  smears  required  by  the  Laboratory  for 
various  non  medical  reasons. 

Of  the  1087  women  re  tested,  785  were  routine  recalls  by  Christie's  Laboratory 
and  302  by  Stepping  Hill  Hospital. 

As  part  of  a  research  scheme  devised  by  Christie  Hospital  Laboratory,  certain 
women  were  asked  to  volunteer  to  provide  smear  tests  at  intervals  of  3  months. 

6  months  or  12  months  after  the  first  smear.  151  women  co-operated  in  this 
scheme  during  the  year. 

In  addition,  the  Family  Planning  Association  carried  out  1569  cervical  smears. 

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 

The  Chiropody  Service  has  continued  to  expand  and  develop  during  1971, 
providing  treatment  for  persons  over  65  year£  of  age,  persons  physically 
disabled,  expectant  mothers  and  children. 

Housebound  or  bedfast  persons  are  treated  in  their  own  homes  by  one  of  15  state 
registered  chiropodists,  and  ambulant  persons  are  treated  at  one  of  five  clinics 
situated  throughout  the  town  ~  Ponsonby  House,  Great  Moor,  Reddish,  Brinnington 
and  Heaton  Moor  Health  Centre.  Residents  of  Corporation  Welfare  Homes  are  also 
visited  regularly  as  is  shown  in  table  2  of  this  section. 

The  children" s  sessions  at  the  5  established  clinics  continued  to  cater  for 
large  numbers  of  schoolchildren  and  a  few  p re- s chool chi 1 dren  and  babies. 
Children  attending  presented  all  types  of  foot  defects  requiring  treatment  but 
Verruca  pedis  was,  as  usual,  the  predominant  complaint. 

If  the  current  trend  amongst  teenagers  for  shoes  with  square  toes,  low  heels 
and  laced  up  fronts  continues,  it  should  lead  to  a  decrease  in  the  depressingly 
high  occurence  of  bony  deformities  such  as  Hallux  Valgus  (bunions). 

The  amount  and  scope  of  appliance  work  carried  out  in  the  Department,  for  both 
children  and  adults,  has  increased  over  the  past  year.  These  appliances  provide 
permanent  corrective  or  protective  padding  for  the  patients  and  obviate  the  need 
for  continual  .use  of  adhesive  plaster.  Ifiey  are  most  useful,  in  their  correc¬ 
tive  role,  for  postural  deformities  of  chi  ldren"  s  feet. 

Plans  are  now  formulated  for  chiropody  sessions  at  the  new  Offerton  Health 
Centre,  due  to  open  early  in  197  2.  It  is  hoped  that  this  clinic  will  serve 
the  Offerton  Neighbourhood  Unit  and  therefore  relieve  pressure  on  sessions  held 
at'Ponsonby  House,  at  present  the  nearest  clinic  to  the  Neighbourhood  Unit. 
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Table  (1)  shows  the  number  of  persons  receiving  treatment  in  the  years  1962  to 
1971  and  Table  (2)  shows  the  number  and  location  of  places  where  treatments  were 
given.  It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number 
of  persons  .remaining  eligible  for  treatment.  This  is  due  to  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  new  cases  and  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  and  discharges 
possibly  due  to  the  mild  winter.  A  second  full  time  chiropodist  was  appointed 
on  the  19th  July  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  number  of  treatments  given  shown 
in  the  table  on  page  ©tr¬

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HOME  ACCIDENTS 


Notification  of  patients  admitted  to  Stockport  Infirmary  suffering  from  burns 
and  scalds  as  a  result  of  accidents  is  made  to  the  Health  Division  by  the 
Infirmary  staff.  When  such  a  notification  is  received  an  investigation  of  the 
incident  is  made  by  a  Health  Visitor. 

Investigations  have  proved  that  a  large  proportion  of  these  accidents  could 
have  been  avoided  if  even  the  rriost  elementary  precautions  had  been  taken, 
particularly  in  incidents  where  children  were  involved. 

The  homes  of  children  involved  in  accidents  have  follow  up  visits  made  to  them 
by  a  Health  Visitor  to  ensure  the  avoidance  of  a  repetition  of  such  accidents. 

Hie  Health  Visitors,  during  their  normal  routine  visiting  stress  the  dangers 
to  children  in  the  home  and  advise  on  the  precautions  necessary  to  prevent  such 
accidents.  Unfortunately  the  advice  is  not  always  acted  upon  and  the  Health 
Visitors  are  often  called  upon  to  advise  on  treatment  in  cases  where  accidents 
have  already  taken  place. 


Supervision  of  Nursing  Homes 

Two  Nursing  Homes  were  registered  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  1971.  These 
homes  were  inspected  at  four-monthly  intervals  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home  Nursing  Service,  due  attention  being  paid  to 
premises,  equipment  and  registers.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee 
of  the  County  Borough  of  Stockport 


Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  work  of  the  School  Health 
Service  for  1971, 

The  health  of  the  majority  of  schoolchildren  continued  to  be  good.  Of  the 
6,581  children  examined  during  the  year,  there  were  none  whose  condition  was 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

In  addition  to  a  satisfactory  standard  of  general  health,  the  standard  of 
cleanliness  improved  during  the  year.  The  number  of  children  with  verminous 
heads  fell  slightly  and  there  was  a  dramatic  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
scabies. 

The  publicity  in  relation  to  dental  hygiene  appears  to  be  gradually  taking 
effect.  More  parents  seem  to  be  concerned  about  the  condition  of  their 
children5 s  teeth  and  the  standard  of  dental  health  is  slowly  improving.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  appointment  of  a  Health  Education  Officer  in  the  Health  Division 
will  enable  yet  more  progress  to  be  made  in  this  field. 

In  September  the  Education  Committee  appointed  a  peripatetic  teacher  of  the 
deaf  and  partially  hearing.  This  teacher  works  closely  with  the  School  Health 
Service,  particularly  with  the  audiometrician ,  and  the  appointment  has  enabled  a 
much  more  comprehensive  service  to  be  provided,  ranging  from  routine  hearing 
testing  through  special  hearing  testing  and  the  fitting  of  hearing  aids,  to 
special  teaching  arrangements. 

Staff  shortages  are  restricting  the  work  of  some  sections  of  the  School  Health 
Service,  notably  Child  Guidance  and  Speech  Therapy,  where  there  are  waiting 
lists  of  children  requiring  treatment.  Continued  attempts  are  being  made 
to  recruit  suitably  trained  and  qualified  staff  in  these  sections. 

It  is  pleasant  to  report  that  co-operation  between  the  staff  of  the  School 
Health  Service  and  others  concerned  with  the  health  and  welfare  of  school¬ 
children  has  been  maintained  during  the  year.  In  addition  to  the  consultant 
services  maintained  at  the  School  Health  Department  at  Ponsonby  House,  there  are 
many  contacts  at  Field  level  between  the  medical  officers  and  the  general 
practitioners.  This  liaison  results  in  a  well  co-ordinated  service  for 
schoolchildren  in  which  the  divergent  functions  of  the  school  medical  officer 
are  complementary  to  the  therapeutic  approach  of  the  general  practitioners  and 
hospital  consultants. 


I  wish  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  service  given  by  all  members 
of  the  staff  of  the  department  and  their  loyalty  during  the  recent  re-organ¬ 
isation,  and  in  face  of  the  uncertainty  which  has  affected  the  School  Health 
Service  in  anticipation  of  the  future  re-structuring  of  the  National  Health 
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Service,,  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Director  of  Education  and  the 
teachers  and  their  staff  without  whose  co-operation  the  work  of  the 
Health  Service  could  not  be  successfully  carried  out.  Finally,  I  wi 
express  my  gratitude  to  the  members  of  the  Education  Committee  for 
continued  support  and  encouragement  throughout  the  year.

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REPORT 

I  -  MED  I  CAL  I  NSPECT I  ON 
(a)  Periodic  Medical  Inspections 

Periodic  medical  inspection  of  school  entrants  and  leavers  was  carried  out  as 
in  previous  years.  In  some  schools  periodic  medical  inspection  of  children  in 
the  eight  and  eleven  year  old  groups  was  continued,  while  in  others  the  scheme 
for  the  selective  examination  of  these  groups,  ini ti ated in  1962,  was  substituted. 

In  primary  schools  in  which  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  introduce  selective 
examinations,  periodic  medical  inspections  of  all  children  in  the  eight  and 
eleven  year  old  groups  were  carried  out  as  in  previous  years. 

All  school  entrants  and  leavers  and  all  children  in  the  eight  and  eleven  year 
old  groups  have  a  test  of  vision.  In  addition,  the  colour  vision  of  children  in 
the  eleven  year  old  group  is  tested. 

SELECTIVE  SCHOOL 'MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS 

This  method  of  examination  concentrates  the  attention  of  the  School  Medical 
Officer  on  the  children  with  the  greatest  need  of  medical  care.  Under  the 
scheme,  the  method  of  selection  of  children  for  examination  by  the  School  Doctor 
is  as  follows:- 

Health  questionnaires,  accompanied  by  covering  letters,  are  sent.to  the 
parents  of  all  children  in  the  eight  and  eleven  year  old  groups.  When  completed, 
these  are  returned  to  the  School  Medical  Officer  in  sealed  envelopes  marked 
4 Conf iden ti al 9  »  As  a  result  of  scrutiny  of  these  questionnaires  the  School 
Medical  Officer  decides  which  children  merit  examination.  However,  before  the 
final  list  of  such  children  is  drawn  up,  the  School  Medical  Officer  consults 
with  the  Head  Teacher  in  order  to  determine  whether  any  significant  condition, 
which  may  have  escaped  the  notice  of  the  parents,  has  been  observed  at  school. 

A  scrutiny  of  the  school  register  indicates  any  excessive  absenteeism  and  this 
in  itself  leads  to  the  child  being  selected  for  examination,  irrespective  of  the 
results  of  the  questionnaire.  The  opinion  of  members  of  the  School  Staff  e.g. 
Head  Teacher,  Class  Teacher  or  P.  E.  Teacher  is  invaluable  as  they  are  dealing 
with  the  children  every  day  and  they  get  to  know  them  so  well  that  they  are  in  a 
position  to  note  any  significant  departures  from  normal.  To  ensure  the  success 
of  the  project  the  School  Medical  Officers  should  visit  their  schools  at  least 
twice  a  term,  but  between  these  visits  they  are  readily  accessible  to  the  school 
staff  so  that  they  can  refer  any  child  for  examination,  if  worried  about  any 
condition.  It  is  still  considered  necessary  to  test  the  vision  of  all  children 
in  the  eight  year  old  and  eleven  year  old  groups  as,  if  this  were  not  done,  many 
refractive  errors  would  not  be  discovered.  Apart  from  this,  it  is  extremely 
unlikely  that  any  significant  defect  would  be  missed  by  this  modified  approach, 
as  the  entrants'  examination  will  reveal  any  existing  condition,  and  any 
subsequent  condition  which  might  develop  would  give  rise  to  symptoms  or  signs 
which  would  be  obvious  either  at  home,  or  in  school,  or  more  probably  in  both 
pi  aces . 
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(b)  Special  Inspections 

Special  Inspections  concern  children  who  are  not  due  for  periodic  medical 
inspection  but  who  are  specially  presented  for  examination  by  parents,  teachers, 
or  school  nurses  when  some  defect  is  suspected-  Details  of  the  defects  requiring 
treatment  or  observation  which  were  discovered  at  these  inspections  are  shown  in 
Part  II  page  37* 

(c)  Re- inspections 

Re-inspection  is  arranged  for  children,  who,  at  a  previous  inspection  during 
the  year,  had  some  defect  requiring  treatment  or  observation, 

(d)  Statistics  of  Medical  Inspection 

The  Statistical  tables  relating  to  the  Periodic  Medical  Inspections  carried 
out  during  the  year  are  shown  on  page  35,  Periodic  Medical  Inspections 
totalled  6,581  compared  with  7,207  last  year.  The  number  of  re- in  spec tion s 
at  schools  was  3,590  and  the  number  of  special  inspections  at  school  clinics  was 
1,334. 

The  School  Medical  Officers  made  595  visits  to  schools  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  Periodic  Medical  Inspections  and  re-inspections.

The  school  nurses  continue  to  pay  regular  visits  to  the  schools  to  examine 
children  for  the  presence  of  nits  or  lice.  This  year  104,622  inspections  of 
pupils  were  made,  compared  with  93,338  inspections  in  1970.  Out  of  a  total  of 
24,234  on  the  rolls  496  children  2,4  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  unclean  (nits 
or  lice)inl970,  2.62  per  cent  of  the  children  on  the  rolls,  were  found  to  be 
unclean .

(c)  Dental  Defects 

96  sessions  were  devoted  to  the  inspection  of  21,824  pupils  in  school.  Of 
these  7,775  were  found  to  require  treatment. 

Further  information  is  contained  in  the  Principal  School  Dental  Officer's 
report  page  16  and  in  the  Statistical  Tables  on  page  40. 

Ill  -  FOLLOW-UP 

The  children  who  are  found  at  the  periodic  medical  inspections  to  have  defects 
requiring  treatment  or  observation  are  followed  up  by  the  School  Medical  Officers 
at  their  subsequent  visits  to  the  schools.  The  Head  Teachers  of  the  schools 
and  the  School  Nurses  are  informed  of  the  names  of  those  children  who  require  to 
be  followed  up  and  are  therefore  able  to  ascertain  whether  the  recommendations 
have  been  implemented.  In  those  cases  where  the  recommendations  are  not  being 
complied  with  through  default  on  the  part  of  the  parents,  the  School  Nurses 
visit  the  homes  of  the  children  to  discuss  the  matter  with  the  parents.  In  this 
connection  the  number  of  visits  to  schools  during  the  year  was  23  and  the  number 
of  home  visits  was  68. 

IV  -  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT 

(A )  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 

(a)  Infestation 

The  removal  of  lice  and  nits  from  the  hair  of  infested  children  is,  of  course, 
primarily  the  responsibility  of  the  parents.  When  infestation  is  found  by  the 
school  nurses,  the  parents  of  the  affected  children  are  informed  and  asked  to 
cleanse  their  heads  forthwith.  In  the  majority  of  cases,  the  parents  made  an 
effort  to  comply  with  the  requests  of  the  school  nurses,  and  are  prepared  to 
bring  their  children  to  the  clinic  if  necessary,  for  the  cleansing  to  be  carried 
out  under  supervision.  However,  there  remains  a  minority  of  parents  who  are 
resistant  to  persuasion,  and  for  these,  firmer  measures  are  occasionally 
necessary.  Compulsory  cleansing  is  considered  only  when  the  parents  have 
failed,  after  repeated  requests,  to  carry  out  the  cleansing  satisfactorily. 
The  nursing  staff  is,  of  course,  handicapped  in  that  it  has  no  power  to  cleanse 
those  members  of  the  household  who  are  not  of  school  age,  and  consequently  it  is 
not  always  possible  to  deal  with  the  sources  of  infestation. 

During  the  year  641  visits  were  made  to  the  schools  by  the  school  nurses  to 
examine  children  for  infestation. 

23  cases  of  Scabies  were  treated  at  the  school  clinics  during  the  year. 
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(b)  Minor  Ai  lments  and  Consultation  Clinics 

Minor  Ailments  clinics  are  held  at  Brinnington Heaton  Moor,,  North  Reddish  and 
Cheadle  Heath  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  at  the  Central  School  Clinic, 
Treatment  is  provided  for  minor  ailments,  skin  diseases  and  conditions  of  the 
eyes  and  ears. 

In  addition,  medical  examinations  for  admission  to  Colleges  of  Education,, 
part-time  employment  and  various  other  purposes  are  carried  out  at  the  Central 
School  Clinic,

(c)  Visual  Defects  and  Eye  Diseases 

(l )  OPHTHALMIC  CLINIC 

The  visiting  ophthalmologists  attended  at  the  central  School  Clinic  on  five 
sessions  each  week  to  examine  children  referred  to  the  Clinic.  In  addition  to 
examining  children  for  defective  vision,  the  visiting  specialists  advise  on  the 
treatment  of  external  eye  diseases  and  certify  blindness  and  partial  signcedness 
in  school  children.

All  children  for  whom  glasses  have  been  prescribed  at  the  School  Clinics  are 
seen  subsequently  at  School  by  the  school  nurses  to  ascertain  whether  the  glasses 
have  been  obtained, 

( l I )  ORTHOPTIC  CLINIC 

This  Clinic  is  held  at  Stockport  Infirmary  an d  administered  by  the  Stockport 
and  Buxton  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

The  number  of  school  children  referred  from  the  school  Ophthalmic  clinic  to 
this  Clinic  during  the  year  was  84. 

(Ill)  V I  SU  AL  ACUITY  TEST1!  NG 

The  scheme  for  the  testing  of  children’s  sight  in  schools  con  tinu  ed  du  ring 
1971.  These  tests  are  carried  out  by  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  School 
Health  Service  on  a  portable  vision  screener.  This  machine  is  used  on  visits 
to  schools.  Large  numbers  of  children  can  be  tested  with  an  ease  that  was 
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not  possible  when  wall  charts  were  used  in  the  past.  During  the  year  4,495 
children  were  screened  and  291  of  these  were  referred  to  the  Ophthalmic  Clinic 
at  Pons on  by  House, 

(d)  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Defects 

Children  are  seen  by  appointment  at  this  clinic.  Surgeons  from  the  Ear,  Nose 
and  Throat  Department  of  the  Infirmary  visit  on  Tuesday  afternoons  each  week 
to  examine  the  children  referred  to  the  Clinic,  Treatment  ordered  by  the 
Specialists  is  carried  out  daily  at  the  School  Clinic.  Under  these  arrangements 
22  children  were  treated  by  the  nurses  at  the  Central  School  Clinic. 

Children  recommended  for  operative  treatment  are  admitted  to  Stepping  Hill 
Hospital  and  Stockport  Infirmary,  During  the  year  84  children  received 
surgical  treatment  for  unhealthy  tonsils  and  adenoids  and  90  were  treated  for 
other  conditions  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat.  The  waiting  list  for  operation 
at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  remained  long,  but  priority  was  given  to  urgent  casts, 

(l)  AUDIOMETRY 

A  scheme  for  the  testing  of  children  s  hearing  in  schools  was  inaugurated  at 
the  beginning  of  1955,  The  tests  are  carried  out  by  the  au di omet ri ci an  on  a 
portable  pure  tone  sweep  audiometer.  Out  of  a  total  number  of  1,886  children 
examined,  1,738  were  found  to  have  normal  hearing.  The  remaining  148  children 
were  re-tested  using  the  clinic  pure  tone  audiometer,  and  of  these,,  68  were 
subsequently  referred  to  the  aural  surgeon  for  further  investigation. 

During  the  year,  346  children  referred  by  consultants,  family  doctors, 
departmental  medical  officers  and  health  visitors  on  account  of  suspected  hearing 
difficulties  were  tested  by  the  audiometrician  on  the  clinic  audiometer. 

11  pre-school  children  were  tested  in  addition.

Report  of  the  Consultant  Child  Psychiatrist:  Dr.  S. A.  Leslie,  M„ D„ ,  M.R.C. 
Psych, ,  D. C. H, 

The  Child  Guidance  Unit  was  transferred  to  59b  Shaw  Heath  in  December,  1970, 

This  Unit  has  been  without  the  services  of  a  Psychologist  throughout  the  year. 
The  Clinic  staff  has  therefore  consisted  of  one  fulltime  Social  Worker,  a 
Consultant  Child  Psychiatrist  and  Senior  Registrar  in  Child  Psychiatry  from 
Booth  Hall  Children’s  Hospital,  The  Psychiatrist  and  Registrar  have  attended 
the  Clinics  for  two  sessions  per  week. 

The  total  number  of  referrals  during  the  year  was  104  and  the  number  of  new 
patients  seen  was  62.  29  patients  failed  to  keep  their  preliminary  appoint¬ 

ments  at  the  Clinic  but  the  waiting  list  had  increased  to  24  at  December,  1971 
compared  with  11  at  the  end  of  1970. 
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On  an  average  each  child  was  seen  by  one  of  the  Child  Psychiatrists  five 

times  in  the  year  and  in  all  124  children  were  in  attendance  at  the  Clinic 
during  the  year.  Contact  with  the  Social  Worker  would  have  been  more  fre¬ 
quent  than  this  in  certain  cases  and  the  total  number  of  interviews,  including 
home  and  school  visits  as  well  as  clinical  appointments,  undertaken  by  the 
Social  Worker  amounted  to  502, 

During  the  year,  five  children  from  the  Clinic  were  admitted  to  the  Psychiatric 
Unit  at  Booth  Hall  Children  s  Hospital  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  four  were 
awaiting  admission.  Also  during  the  year  four  adolescents  were  referred  from 
the  Clinic  to  the  Young  People  s  Unit  at  Macclesfield  and  three  underwent  a 
period  of  in-patient  treatment  there. 

(f)  Dental  Defects

(i)  THE  SCHOOL  DENTAL  CLINICS 

There  are  four  dental  clinics.  The  Central  Clinic,  at  Ponsonby  House, 
serves  the  south  and  central  part  of  the  town,  Brinnington,  the  east,  Heaton 
Moor  the  west,  and  Reddish,  the  north.  These  clinics  are  open  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  school  children,  pre-school  children  and  expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 
The  Heaton  Moor  Dental  clinic  has  been  closed  since  July,  1970  due  to  recon¬ 
struction  of  the  premises, 

(  H  )  STAFFING 

At  present  there  are  one  full  time  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  and  two 
part-time  dental  officers.  The  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  treats  all 
patients  at  the  three  branch  School  dental  clinics,  and  maternity  and  child 
welfare,  orthodontic  and  denture  work  at  all  four  clinics.  The  two  part-time 
dentists  carry  out  routine  work  at  the  central  clinic  for  a  total  of  seven 
sessions  per  week.  This  arrangement  worked  well  in  1971. 

(  l  f  i  )  SCHOOL  I NSPECT I ONS 

All  the  schools  in  the  town  have  had  dental  inspections  during  the  year 
and  children  requiring  clinic  treatment  have  received  appointments.  21,824 
children  were  inspected  in  school  and  of  these,  7,775  were  found  to  be  requiring 
dental  treatment.  All  special  schools  were  inspected  and  given  dental 
treatmen t . 

The  standard  of  dental  health  of  the  school  children  in  the  town  is  improving 
and  much  more  interest  is  being  taken  both  by  children  and  parents, 

(IV)  THREE  MONTHLY  INSPECTIONS 

A  three- mon thly  dental  inspection  is  necessary  to  ensure  that  children's 
teeth  are  kept  in  good  condition.  Caries  spreads  rapidly  when  once  it  starts. 
Many  children  either  attend  School  Clinics  or  their  own  dentist  for  a  regular 
dental  inspection.  Some  children  make  appointments  for  every  major  school 
holiday. 
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(v)  CASUALS 

There  are  normally  dental  facilities  available  from  Monday  to  Friday  during 
the  year,  with  the  exception  of  statutory  holidays.  School  children,  pre¬ 
school  children  and  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  can  attend  without  an 
appointment,  for  advice,  inspection  and  treatment. 

(VI )  EXTRACTIONS 

492  general  anaesthetics  were  given  by  a  specialist  anaesthetist  and  local 
anaesthetics  were  given  by  the  school  dental  officers  for  the  extraction 
of  678  permanent  teeth  and  1,904  temporary  teeth  for  school  children, 

(vil)  CONSERVAT'I  ON  WORK 

Parents  now  realise  the  benefit  of  conservation  work,  and  most  parents  are 
anxious  that  their  children  s  teeth  should  be  kept  as  long  as  possible. 
2 . 387  permanent  teeth  and  1,542  temporary  teeth  were  filled  for  school  children 
during  1971. 

(vim)  x-rays 

A  Dental  X-Ray  machine  is  located  at  the  Heaton  Moor  Health  Centre. 

(IX)  ORTHODONTIC  WORK 

Children  requiring  orthodontic  treatment  are  referred  to  the  Principal 
School  Dental  Officer.  The  majority  of  children  are  treated  in  the  school 
dental  service  either  by  the  use  of  removable  type  of  orthodontic  appliance 
or  judicial  extractions. 

If  consultant  opinion  is  considered  necessary,  children  are  referred  to  the 
Manchester  Dental  Hospital  for  advice, 

(x)  PROSTHETICS 

16  partial  dentures  were  inserted  for  school  children  during  the  year  to 
replace  front  teeth  extracted  due  to  accident  or  caries. 

(XI )  BEACON  SCHOOL 

42  children  were  inspected  at  Beacon  School  by  the  school  dental  officer  and 
18  children  were  referred  for  treatment, 

(XI l )  DENTAL  HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Oral  hygiene  instruction  is  given  by  the  dental  officers  at  the  school 
dental  inspections  and  at  the  chairside  when  children  attend  for  treatment. 
Posters  and  pamphlets  on  dental  health  are  displayed  in  the  clinics  etc. 
More  work  will  be  done  in  this  field  in  the  future,  as  a  health  education 
officer  has  been  appointed. 

(XI ll)  PRE-SCHOOL  CHILDREN 

About  60  sessions  were  devoted  to  maternity  and  child  welfare  work  in  addition 
to  the  557  treatment  sessions  for  school  children.  The  children  attending  the 
nursery  schools  in  the  town  were  inspected,  256  nursery  school  children  were 
inspected  and  89  were  referred  for  treatment, 

240  pre-school  children  made  399  visits  for  dental  treatment,  when  165  teeth 
were  filled,  142  teeth  extracted  and  64  General  Anaesthetics  given. 
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( X  I  V )  EXPECTANT  AND  NURSING  MOTHERS 

14  mothers  made  22  visits.  Seven  teeth  were  filled,  12  teeth  were  extracted 
and  two  general  anaesthetics  were  given.  For  the  first  time,  no  prosthetic 
work  was  required  for  the  patients  referred  to  the  school  dental  clinics. 
Further  details  of  this  work  which  was  carried  out  by  the  Principal  School 
Dental  Officer  is  given  on  page  62  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  report. 

Part  IV  on  page  40  gives  details  of  school  inspections  and  dental  treatment 
given  in  school  clinics  for  school  children. 

(g)  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects 

In  some  schools  arrangements  have  been  made  for  regular  remedial  exercises  to 
be  given,  under  the  direction  of  a  teacher  trained  in  this  work,  to  children 
found  by  the  School  Medical  Officers  to  have  simple  postural  defects.  In 
addition,  leaflets  describing  remedial  exercises  for  use  at  home  are  given 
to  the  parents  of  children  with  minor  defects. 

Children  suffering  from  the  more  severe  types  of  postural  defect  and  from 
other  orthopaedic  conditions  are  referred  to  the  Consultant  Orthopaedic  surgeons 
at  Stockport  Infirmary. 

Four  children  were  referred  to  hospital  for  orthopaedic  treatment  during 
the  year  and  12  children  with  severe  orthopaedic  defects  were  admitted  to  the 
Children  s  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Marple,  Cheshire, 

(h )  Chi ropody 

Chiropody  treatment  has  been  provided  at  five  clinics  during  the  year.  These 
clinics  are  held  at  Ponsonby  House,  Brinnington,  North  Reddi sh , Great  Moo r  GWS 
Heaton  Moor  HC.  Children  are  referred  to  the  chiropodists  by  the  school 
nurses  and  doctors. 


Attendances  at  the  clinics  have  been  satisfactory  and  the  chiropodists  have 
received  the  full  co-operation  of  the  parents  and  teachers.

( i  )  Speech  Therapy 

The  report  of  the  Speech  Therapist:  Miss  D„  E.  Lees,  L.C.S.T. 

*  "Speech  therapy  clinics  are  held  at  Ponsonby  House,  the  Heaton  Moor  Health 
Centre  and  Woodlands  School.  There  are  now  four  sessions  each  week  at 
Ponsonby  House,  five  at  the  Health  Centre  and  one  at  Woodlands  School  (restricted 
to  children  attending  the  school). 
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During  the  year  there  were  452  sessions  at  which  125  children  were  treated  and 
of  these,  40  were  discharged.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  88  on  the 
waiting  list. 

Attendances  were  fairly  satisfactory,  the  percentage  of  failed  appointments 
being  12 . 5%.

(J)  PERIPATETIC  TEACHING  OF  THE  DEAF  AND  PARTIALLY  HEARING 

This  service  stated  in  September,  1971.  It  has  one  teacher  who  has  been 
trained  to  teach  the  deaf  and  partially  hearing.  The  service  includes 
guidance  for  parents  of  pre-school  children,  testing  of  hearing,  helping 
parents  who  have  children  in  special  schools  for  the  deaf,  co-operating  with 
these  special  schools,  visiting  schools  in  the  Borough  and  giving  individual 
tuition  to  children  with  impaired  hearing  in  the  Borough  schools. 

There  are  six  pre-school  children  with  impaired  hearing.  Five  of  these 
are  deaf  and  one  is  partially  hearing.  These  children  are  visited  weekly. 
Lessons  are  given  in  school  weekly  or  twice  weekly  to  twelve  children  who 
have  a  hearing  loss,  some  of  whom  have  a  hearing  aid.  There  are  a  total  of 
sixteen  children  with  hearing  aids  attending  local  schools,  all  of  whom 
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will  be  visited  periodically.  Forty  eight  schools  have  been  visited  to  check 
if  there  are  any  children  requiring  help  from  the  service.  The  remaining 
schools  will  be  visited  in  1972.  Whilst  in  the  schools,  hearing  tests  were 
given  where  it  was  felt  necessary.  In  all,  two  hundred  and  six  tests  were 
given  and  of  these  twenty  four  children  were  found  to  have  a  hearing  loss 
and  were  referred  for  further  investigation.  There  are  fifteen  children  from 
the  Borough  in  special  schools  for  the  deaf  and  partially  hearing, 

V  -  CO-ORDINATION  WITH  THE  NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

(a)  With  General  Pr act i t i oners 

Satisfactory  liaison  has  continued  with  the  practitioners  in  the  town.  From 
these  doctors  information  is  received  from  time  to  time  about  handicapped 
children  under  their  care  for  whom  the  facilities  offered  by  the  School  Health 
Services  are  requested.  Many  of  the  children  who  attend  the  Aural  Clinicand 
the  eye  Clinic  are  referred  at  the  request  of  general  practitioners, 

(b)  With  Hospitals 

The  highly  satisfactory  arrangements  have  continued  to  operate  whereby  medical 
reports  are  sent  to  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  on  children  who  ha\e 
attended  the  Out  Patients’  Department  of  Stockport  Infirmary  or  who  have  been 
in-patients  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  or  at  the  Infirmary.  As  the  visiting 
Specialists  who  conduct  the  Ophthalmic  and  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  clinics  at 
Ponsonby  House  are  also  on  the  staff  of  the  local  hospitals,  continuity  of 
supervision  is  ensured. 

(c)  Within  the  Health  Division 

Co-ordination  between  all  sections  of  the  Department  is  evident  from  the 
flow  of  information  passed  to  the  school  health  section.  In  particular 
the  section  is  informed  of  handicapped  children  who  are  due  to  enter  school 
and  information  on  the  ordinary  school  entrant  is  obtained  from  the  health 
visitors  records.  The  health  visitor  being  also  a  school  nurse  facilitates 
the  exchange  of  information  between  sections. 

At  an  administrative  level  co-ordination  of  services  is  ensured  by  the  fact 
that  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  is  also  chief  officer  of  the  Health 
Division. 

VI  -  CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS, TEACHERS  , 

SCHOOL  WELFARE  OFFICERS  AND 
VOLUNTARY  BODIES 

(a)  Co-operation  of  Parents 

(l)  ATTENDANCE  AT  THE  PERIODIC  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS 

During  the  year,  6,581  children  were  examined  at  the  periodic  medical 
inspections  held  at  maintained  schools  and  parents  were  present  at  4,464  of 
these  inspections. 

Parents  of  day  school  pupils  are  given  an  opportunity  to  attend  the  medical 
inspections  of  their  children.  The  presence  of  a  parent  is  invaluable  when 
primary  school  children  are  being  examined  and  it  is  gratifying  that  the 
majority  of  parents  made  the  effort  to  co-operate  with  the  School  doctors  in 
this  way . 
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(  1  I  )  ATTENDANCE  AT  CONSULTATION  AND  SPECIALIST  CLINICS 

The  children  seen  at  the  Consultation  Clinics  by  the  School  Medical  Officers 
are  brought  either  because  the  parents  seek  advice  on  some  medical  problem,  or 
because  the  School  Medical  Officers,  having  examined  the  children  at  school, 
wish  to  examine  them  further  at  the  clinic.  In  most  cases  they  are  accompanied 
by  their  parents.  Children  attending  the  Specialist  clinics  must  be  accompanied 
by  their  parents,  otherwise  they  may  not  be  seen. 

(b)  Co-operation  with  Teachers 

(!)  MEDICAL  AND  DENTAL  INSPECTION 

The  arrangements  made  for  the  medical  inspection  of  pupils  on  school  premises 
worked  smoothly  during  the  year.  Whenever  possible  a  well-heated  room  has  been 
put  at  the  disposal  of  the  medical  officer  for  the  inspection.  In  some  of  the 
older  schools  the  inspections  have  still  to  be  carried  out  in  a  classroom  which 
has  been  vacated  for  the  purpose.  Head  Teachers  or  their  representatives 
attend  medical  inspections  in  some  schools  and  are  able  to  furnish  the  Medical 
Officer  with  useful  information  at  the  time  children  are  being  examined. 
Teachers  are  encouraged  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  school  doctors  and  nurses 
children  whose  general  condition  appears  to  indicate  a  need  for  medical  attention 
and  children  with  suspected  defects. 

( l l )  FOLLOW-UP 

At  the  end  of  each  medical  inspection  the  Head  Teacher  is  informed  of  the 
names  of  those  pupils  who  have  defects  requiring  attention.  The  Head  Teachers 
are  able  to  help  in  the  follow-up  of  these  children  in  such  ways  as  ensuring 
that  children  with  defective  hearing  are  given  a  favourable  position  in  class 
and  that  children  with  heart  diseases  are,  where  necessary,  either  excluded  from 
games  or  restricted  in  their  activities. 

(ill)  MEDICAL  AND  DENTAL  TREATMENT 

The  Head  Teachers  render  great  assistance  by  ensuring  that  their  pupils  attend 
for  treatment  at  the  clinics  at  the  times  arranged. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  Head  Teachers  for  their  valuable  co-operation  throughout 
the  year. 

(c)  Co-operation  with  School  V'elfare  Officers 

Close  contact  is  maintained  with  this  section  in  respect  of  the  welfare  of 
school  children. 

(d )  Co-operation  with  Voluntary  Bodies 

The  School  Health  Service  is  very  much  indebted  to  the  various  voluntary  bodies' 
for  their  work,  and  desires  to  place  on  record  its  appreciation. 

(!)  THE  G . W .  COOKSON  BEQUEST 

The  G.  W.  Cookson  Bequest  (vested  in  the  Mayor  o f  Stockport )  provided  once  again 
an  outing  for  poor  children.  80  children  were  conveyed  to  Fleetwood  by  coach 
and  had  a  highly  successful  outing.  The  children  were  all  from  needy  families. 

(ll)  THE  NAT  I  ONALSOCIETY  FOR  THE  PREVENTION  OF  CRUELTY  TO  CHILDREN 

The  Society  has  continued  to  render  valuable  assistance  to  the  School  Health 
Service  during  the  year. 
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(Ml)  THE  WOMEN'S  ROYAL  VOLUNTARY  SERVICE 
The  local  branch  of  the  Women  s  Royal  Voluntary  Service  still  performs  a 
helpful  service  in  providing  items  of  clothing  to  necessitous  school  children. 

( ! V )  THE  STOCKPORT  AUXILIARY  OF  THE  CRIPPLES'  HELP  SOCIETY 
This  organisation  provided  a  days  outing  to  Fleetwood  in  the  summer  months 
for  the  physically  handicapped  of  the  town,  many  of  whom  are  children  of 
school  age.  There  was  also  a  youth  club  outing  to  Fleetwood  and  a  party  at 
the  Daw  Bank  Social  Centre  at  the  commencement  of  the  year.  Some  children  also 
went  on  the  Taxi  Drivers  Outing  to  Southport  during  the  year. 

VII  -  IMMUNISATION  PROCEDURES  AND  INCIDENCE 
OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


(a)  Immunisation  Against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  -  1971 

Since  1961,  we  have  continued  to  use  a  combined  antigen  which  would  protect 
against  both  diphtheria  and  tetanus,  thus  achieving  simultaneous  protection  with 
no  extra  injections. 

Immunisation  at  schools  and  welfare  centres : 

The  number  of  children  of  school  age  who  had  a  course  of  primary  injections 
was  241  and  re-inforcing  injections  was  2,153  giving  a  total  of  2,394.

During  197 1,  vaccination  against  Rubella  was  continued  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Department  of  Health  Circular  11/70,  Girls  who  were  to 
attain  the  age  of  14  years  during  the  current  school  year  were  offered  Rubella 
vaccination.

MINISTRY  OF  HEALTH  CIRCULARS  22/53.  7/59.  6/61  AND  19/64 

B„  C.  G,  Vaccination  was  continued  in  1971  and,  in  accordance  with  the  recommenda™ 
tionsof  the  Ministry  of  Health  circular  7/59,  the  Health  and  Education  Committees 
offered  B, C. G,  Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  to  all  school  children  aged 
thirteen  years  and  over.  This  decision  enabled  the  parents  of  any  child  who 
had  previously  missed  B. C. G.  Vaccination  to  re-consider  the  benefits  of  this 
scheme.  Amongst  the  extended  age  group  97  consented,  and  of  this  number  67 
were  vaccinated,  5  were  positive  reactors  and  the  remainder  did  not  complete 
the  course  or  were  positive  due  to  previous  vaccination.

(c)  Provision  of  Home  Tuition 

The  School  Medical  Officers  recommend  the  appropriate  chi ldren  for  home  tuition, 
The  information,  indicating  the  possible  need  for  home  tuition,  reaches  the 
School  Medical  Officer  from  a  variety  of  sources.  Generally,  the  Education 
Department  is  informed  either  by  the  Head  Teacher  or  the  parent  of  the  child 
ill  at  home  and  in  turn  the  Director  of  Education  passes  this  information  to  the 
Principal  School  Medical  Officer  who  arranges  for  the  School  Medical  Officer  to 
pay  a  home  visit  to  assess  the  need  for  home  tuition,  if  necessary  after 
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discussing  the  matter  with  the  family  doctor.  In  addition,  reports  from 
Hospital  Specialists  in  respect  of  individual  children  occasionally  include 
recommendations  for  home  tuition  and  this  also  leads  to  a  home  visit.  An 
average  period  of  three  weeks  elapses  before  home  tuition  is  considered. 

The  children  receiving  home  tuition  are  supervised,  as  far  as  their  clinical 
progress  is  concerned,  by  the  School  Medical  Officer,  who  also  decides  the  amount 
of  home  tuition  which  is  appropriate  at  any  particular  stage.  As  far  as  the 
academic  progress  is  concerned  a  progress  report  in  respect  of  each  child  is 
sent  by  the  Home  Teacher  to  the  Director  of  Education  who  sends  a  copy  of  each 
report  to  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  for  information  to  each  School 
Medical  Officer,  In  general,  the  School  Medical  Officers  see  the  children  at 
home  as  and  when  necessary  but  not  less  than  once  per  term. 

Home  tuition  presents  few  difficulties  in  practice  as  there  is  no  lack  of 
suitable  teachers  prepared  to  offer  their  services  for  this  purpose,  but  there 
is  no  doubt  that  it  is  mainly  due  to  the  excellent  liaison  between  the  Director 
of  Education  and  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  that  the  scheme  works  so 
smoothly. 

Eight  boys  and  two  girls  were  receiving  home  tuition  on  22nd  January,  1972, 
During  the  year,  16  new  cases  received  home  tuition  for  varying  periods  of  time 
according  to  the  severity  of  the  handicap,

The  Byelaws  relating  to  the  employment  of  children  were  sealed  by  the 
Corporation  in  May,  1949,  and  confirmed  by  the  Home  Secretary  on  1st  February, 
1950,  Two  medical  certificates  were  issued  by  the  school  medical  officers 
during  the  year.  The  provisions  of  the  Children's  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1933 
are  still  in  force  and  are  extended  by  the  provisions  of  the  Children  s  and 
Young  Persons1  Act  of  1963, 

(111)  EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN 

Street  Trading  and  Employment  of  Children,  No  proceedings  were  instituted 
during  the  year. 

School  children  applying  for  part-time  employment  out  of  school  hours  are 
examined  as  and  when  necessary  by  the  school  medical  officers.  Medical 
certificates  are  issued  to  those  children  who  are  considered  to  be  fit  to 
undertake  this  kind  of  employment.

(b)  Medical  Examination  of  Entrants  to  Courses  of  Training  for 

Teaching  and  to  the  Teaching  Profession  (Ministry  of 
Education  Circular,  249) 

Applicants  for  admi ssi on  to  colleges  of  education  are  medically  examined  before 
entering  college  and  applicants  for  teaching  posts  with  this  authority  also 
receive  a  medical  examination  before  taking  up  their  duties.  However,  if  an 
applicant  has,  within  the  previous  twelve  months,  been  medically  examined  with 
satisfactory  result  in  respect  of  employment  as  a  teacher  with  any  other 
authority,  no  further  examination  is  required  by  this  authority. 

The  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  medical  officers  on  the  staff  of  the 
School  Health  Service.  Each  candidate  is  required  to  have  an  X-ray  examination 
of  the  chest  to  exclude  the  presence  of  tuberculosis.  The  X-ray  examination  is 
carried  out  under  arrangements  made  with  the  Chest  Clinic  and  the  Consultant 
Radiologist  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital. 

During  the  year,  142  candidates  for  entry  into  colleges  of  education,  and 
38  prospective  teachers  were  medically  examined, 

(c)  Scheme  for  Tuition  of  Children  in  Hospital 

The  local  education  authority  continues  to  provide  educational  facilities  in 
three  hospitals  in  the  town  (Stepping  Hill,  Stockport  Infirmary  and  Cherry  Tree 
Hospital),  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Department  of  Education  and 
Science  circular  No, 312  dated  11th  September,  1956.
